| So Jong as the us: of marine water- 
tube bdilers was confined to Naval 
syesacls, and 8 Very select few among 
enterprising shipowners, the question 
of standard roles for manufacture did 
not pressforattention. The building 
. of snch boilers was then in compara: 
tively few hands. The Admiralty 
had built up their own practice from 
their own experience with the designs 
of such firms as Yarrow, Thornycroit, 
Lsird, Belleville, and Babcock and 
Wilcox, Generally, when similar de- 
signa were proposed for the few mer- 
cantile marine vessels that adopted 
qwater-tube boilers for some special 
service, the Registration Society re- 
sponsible covered themselves by 
“pr “ngs bit on” here and there.
